5:15  each  evening  the  broadcasts  are  planned  for  seven  to  nine  yedr  olds.  And 
from  5:30  to  5:45  programs  for  the  nine  to  twelve  age  group  are  scheduled.  Mrs, 
Olsher  comes  to  KPFK  after  many  years  of  teaching  creative  dramatics  to  children 
both  here  in  Los  Angeles  and  in  the  East.  She  was  associated  with  the  Children's 
Theater  of  Evanston,  III.,  for  more  than  ten  years.  Mrs.  Olsher  invites  your  com- 
ments and  ideas. 

The  Economics  of  Listener-Supported  Radio 

This  month,  in  as  many  ways  as  we  know  how,  we  will  be  asking  you  for 
additional  support  for  KPFK.  We  want  to  meet  the  construction  deficit,  purchase 
some  much-needed  equipment,  lengthen  the  broadcast  day.  ...  In  short,  we  want 
to  strengthen  KPFK  so  that,  as  the  Saturday  Review  put  it,  listener-subscription 
radio  can  "jump  out  of  the  curiosity  class  into  the  raised  eyebrow  category."  May 
we  state  here  two  facts  about  the  economics  of  KPFK. 

—  As  you  know,  there  are  no  commercials  on  KPFK.  The  major  source  of  in- 
come is  voluntary  listener  subscriptions  of  twelve  dollars  a  year.  There  are 
now  approximately  4,000  subscribers  to  KPFK. 

—  Ultimately,  we  judge,  from  the  experience  of  our  station  in  Northern  Cali- 
fornia, between  twenty  and  thirty  per  cent  of  our  income  must  come  from 
contributions  above  the  twelve  dollar  subscription.  At  present,  however, 
until  our  subscription  enrollment  reaches  8,000,  a  greater  proportion  of  our 
income  must  come  from  contributions.  They  are  tax-deductible,  since  KPFK 
is  owned  by  a  nonprofit  foundation,  Pacifico.

Barzun  is  now  Dean  of  the  Faculties  and  Provost  at  Columbia  University.  This  talk,  titled  "The 
Cult  of  Research  Creativity,"  was  first  broadcast  on  KPFK  early  in  September.  Because  of 
numerous  requests  it  has  been  rescheduled  in  this  Folio,  on  Sunday,  November  1,  at  7:30.
